I received two elegant books as presents last Christmas— 
one point of their elegance for old eyes was their fine large print. 
One of these books us the “Americanization of Edward Bok ’—• 
he who was editor of the Ladies Home Journal for thirty years. 
We have already made a notice of it, wherein we highly compli­ 
mented it. 
The other one of these two books is “The Autobiography of 
Andrew Carnegie," and we can hardly speak too highly of it, 
for we suppose it will stand pre-eminent as one of the chief pub­ 
lications of the year 1920. 
No ordinal*)- man was Andrew Carnegie. In no fewer words ! 
could we epitomize this “strange, eventful life'’ than to use the 
language of the one who in the book arranged Mr. Camegrie’s notes 
for publication, as follows: “Nothing stranger ever came out of 
the Arabian Nights,than the story of this poor Scotch boy who 
came to America and step by step, through many 
trials 
and 
triumphs, became the great steel master, built up a colossal in­ 
dustry, amassed an enormous fortune, and then deliberately and 
systematically gave away the whole of it for the enlightenment and 
betterment of mankind.” 
Mrs. Carnegie (Louise Whitfield Carnegie) April 16, 1920, 
gives a brief preface to the book, showing the circumstances under 
which the notes were written. Mr. Carnegie had been enjoying 
good health for his play-time in Scotland each summer. 
Mrs. 
Carnegie says it was there that Mr. Carnegie did most of his 
writing, in a little bungalow. She says: “He delighted in going 
back to those early times, and as he wrote he lived them all over 
again. He was thus engaged in July, 1914, when the war clouds 
broke. Optimist as he always was, the disaster was too much for 
him. His heart was broken. A severe attack of influenza followed 
by pneumonia precipitated old age upon him." 
Of his last days Mrs. Carnegie says: 
“Perhaps the most 
inspiring part of Mr. Carnegie’s life was the way he bore the 
burden of old age. Always patient, considerate, cheerful, grate­ 
ful for any little pleasure or service, never thinking of himself, j 
but always of the dawning of the better day, his spirit ever shone 
brighter and brighter until he was not, for God took him.” 
Now’ for some notes from the book: In the year 1900, when 
Mr. Carnegie sold out the steel w*orks, their profits had amounted 
to forty millions of dollars per year and and he concluded he had 
enough. Their successors, the U. S. Steel Corporation, one year 
netted sixty millions. In selling out Mr. Carnegie declined to take 
anything for the common stock. 
He says, “had I done so, it 
would have given me just about a hundred million more of five 
per cent bonds,” His statement about this was verified by Charles 
M. Schwab and J. P. Morgan.

This had been inspired by 
the sad death of a volunteer heroic leader who had incited many 
to help in rescuing miners from a coal pit. Hence came the five 
million Hero Fund to rew*ard heroes, or to support the families of 
heroes w*ho perished in the effort to serve or save their fellows. 
Today we have in America 1,430 hero pensions or their families 
on the list as recipients from this fund. How* grand. No w’onder 
it w*as a matter of great satisfaction to Mr. Carnegie. 
The “Carnegie Endowment for the Advancement of Learn­ 
ing” was the fourth important gift by this wonderful man. He 
says: “Of all professions, that of Teaching is probably the most 
unfairly, ye& the most meanly paid, though it should rank with 
the highest. Many of these beneficiaries and their widows have! 
written me most affecting letters. These I can never destroy, for 
if I ever have a fit of melancholy, I know* the cure lies in the read­ 
ing of these letters.

One man who felt the romance of

Cramp, who was born in Philadelphia 
on May 9, 1828. 
He was the son of the founder of 
a shipbuilding company in that 
city. 
He was the oldest of Ll children. 
In 
spite of the fam ily’s prosperity, he 
was not given anything more than a 
high school education. 
As soon as 
he had finished this he was put 
to 
work in his father’s shipyard. 
But he possessed enormous ambi­ 
tion. 
He considered his school edu- 
tion only the beginning. 
He imme­ 
diately began studying foreign lan­ 
guages, and 
while he was 
working 
took up naval architecture 
on 
the 
side 
His age w as a remarkable 
ship­ 
building period. 
When 
he 
began 
they were building only wooden ves­ 
sels. 
Ironclads follow 
these, 
and 
finally steel 
ships 
replaced 
them. 
Cramp built vessels that sailed with 
the wind, and 
finally 
vessels con­ 
taining the most powerful 
engines 
ever known. 
He branched 
out 
into 
warships, 
and among others 
built 
the “New 
Ironside’* and the “Chattanooga,” fa­ 
mous in their day for the navy. His 
shipbuilding yard grew 
to 
be the 
greatest naval arsenal in the W est­ 
ern hemisphere. 
He thought that the 
future greatness of America lay In 
her merchant marine, and*he sfrent 
his entire life writing and lecturing 
to convert people to his belief. 
H e 
never gave up studying, even when 
he was quite an old man.
